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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to because although applicant claims (14) as a 
bracket, in figure 1 , no detail of the bracket is shown and it appears that 14 is pointing to 
the perimeter, as shown, of the household appliance. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant recites, " 
the illuminating device integrated into at least a partial area of the bracket" in claim 1, 
but has no antecedent basis for this limitation in the specification. There is no mention in 
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the specification under "description of preferred embodiments" of the illuminating device 
being integrated into at least a partial area of the bracket, nor has applicant disclosed 
this in the drawings. It appears that only the profiled rail contains the light source 
entirely and it appears that the illuminating device is in the profiled rail as opposed to on 
at least a partial area of the profiled rail as recited by applicant. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 0, 1 2-1 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not teach the combination a lighting installation 
having an illuminated device integrated into at least a partial area of a bracket, the 
bracket connected to and holding a profiled rail mounted in the interior of a household 
appliance and extending substantially vertically, a support element for holding the 
support shelf being displaceable along the profiled rail, and the illuminating device being 
located on at least a partial area of the profiled rail.
